The Legal Triumvirate. 

British Columbia has for the best 
pftrt of a year enjoyed the inestima- 
ble luxury of a Cabinet of liuvycrs. 
All three portfolios are hold by mom- 
bei-aof the legal profession. In soloftiny 
the first MiniHtor for tho 2)uri)03o of 
orgftiiiziiig and carrying out rcsjionsi- 
ble institutions, IMr. Trutch pasHcd 
OYer alltlio old_and cxporicnood pub- 
lic men -who liad taken a pruuiiiiont 
part in tho affairs of tho country, aiul 
who had been largely inHtriimental in 
obtaining those liberal nioasuros and 
free institutions so pregnant witli 
promise of future good, and took 
from his chrysalis shell, so to speak, 
one ■whose histoiy in this country had 
been chiefly remarkable for tho tmi- 
formity of his shrinking from every 
public niovonient, and the morbid an- 
tifjathy with which ho regarded those 
liberal institutions he was thus so 
strangely called to work out. In ex- 
planation of a step so unprecedented, 
the Governor said he selected Mr. ^Ic- 
Creight on account' of tho ])rufund!ty 
of his legal erudition. AVIilii taken 
to task for entrusting the seeond ])orl- 
folio to another lawyer, one possessing 
no better claim to j^nblic coulideuce 
and support, Mr. McCreight expatiated 
upon the great advantage of ha\-ing 
a second legal head in tho Cabinet. 
And when tlie Cabinet of lawyers wa;^ 
completed by the introduetioji of a 
third monib(!r of tlial learned profes- 
sion, one who, like his colleagues, had 
striven his liliputian best to i)revont 
the introduction of responsible institu- 
tions, tho Premier and his "master" 
inly chuckled at the cleverness of the 
dodge by wliich all the lawyers had 
been coralled, leaving no material 
out of which to constrnct an Attorney- 
General for another Cabinet I Let us 
see how far the alleged ])riniary object 
of tho selection has been attaiue<l. 
One would at least expect that a Cabi- 
net of lawyers should have possessed an 
important advantage in making and 
interpreting laws. So far, liowcver, 
from Buch being tho case, we feel quite 

i'ustifled in saying that the very reverse 
ms proved to be the fact. I'aradoxi- 
cal as it may seem, the Cabinet of 
lawyers has been found weakest on 
legal points. In this respectits blunders 
are innumerable, and some of them of 
so serious a nature as tothreaten totake 
many thousands of dollars from tlie 
Provincial Exchequer. One tloos not 
like to account for this phenomenon 
ujjon tho ground of prefessional inca- 
pacity. Charity would rather lead 
us to look for an explanation in the 
homely old proverb, "Too many 
cooks spoil the broth." Time and 
space forbid our advortini,'- io more 
than one or two of those subjects upon 
which tho stupid blundering of a 
Cabinet of la^^7el•8 has incurred riili- 
cule or entailed evpense upon the 
country. Plain, nou-legal minds con- 
tondcd that, in order to tlie adn])tion 
of tho Can.'uliau 'rarifV ^it ■\vouhl only 
be necessary that the I'rovineial Legis- 
lature should accept it by simple reso- 
lution, leavingit to the Federal authori- 
ties to extend that measure to the 
Pacific Province. After nine days' 
vaccillation, the Cabinet of hnvyers 
came to the conclusion tliat tlu; Local 
Legislature nmst even pass an .Vet : 
and thus was passed an Act which 
madeBritish Columbia a laughinj^-t i .d; 
at Ottawa. Thenthere was theqtie^ii,iii 
of tho extensioii of certain b'eib'ral 
laws to this I'rovinco. In his iunic- 
ulate wisdom, the Premier eontendc'il 
that the Federal laws in actual opera- 
tion here were unconstituticnially so, 
and that in reality no Union had 
taken place or could take place with- 
out fresh legislation ; wiiicli conclu- 
sion, ]n^^"ing become known al Ottawa, 
in no degree tended to acci bTalc his 
eagre j)rogress towards tlic goal of hi- 
political (!) ambition — the Lenc'li; and 
generally, throughout tho session, the 
Cabinet of lawyers continued to exliibil 
an ig'norance of couslit itioiial law wliicli 
not infrequently led the H(nis(! inlo 
painfully false and hidierous j)osit:oiis. 
To pasiH io incidents of more recent 
date, tho Premier and his ''muster" 
have been engaged in a ton days' di ,- 
pute as to whose duty it is to enrry in- 
to eftoct the dread sentence on the un- 
fortunate man HO long uwailin;,' execu- 
tion in Victoria Oaol ; and it- is stab ii 
on good authority lliat to the .'Miiiisb ;• 
of Justice at Ottawa has the disj)ute 
been referred 1 But, perhaps the 
most serious piece of blundering (jf 
which tlii.-i precious Triu'i, viral c of 
lawyers lias been guilty, N icw.';! in the 
light of its ])(issiblo financial cnn-e- 
quonces, is that in (■oinu cti(Jii with the 
now famous picnic held at Macauh y's 
Point, last June. It is already known 
that the bills for that little frolic foot 
up considerably ovci' tv.elve thousand 
dollars. It will also be known that, 
although according to the laws </f 
Union these bills, if found to stand 
tho tost of a rigiil audit, should lie 
met by the general goveinment at 
Ottawa, there is every ]irobability of 
the charges falling eitluu' upon the 
city or the Provincial gincnuncni , 
o^ving, weave assured, to t he nn pari Ion- 
able blundering of Ihosi! liaving tlie 
management of tiic intcrestijig little 
affair. Nor does thero seem to bo 
much chauco of tlio legal TriumWrato 
succeeding, as has boon al tenqited, in 
shifting the responsibility of their 
blunders on to mnnicip.-d nhouhlers ; 
for wo find a member of the lioard of 
Health writing iu a local paper that tlio 
toftrd to which ho belongs "acted io 



the matter simply as tho sei-vants of 
tho local Government. Evoiy step 
they took and every act they performed 
was by the. advice and under the direc- 
tion of tho Provincial Secretary and 
Attorney General." Horo is the testi- 
mony of one wdio cannot bo mistaken. 
This is, indeed, "a ;^retiy kettle pf fish 
served up by the tn-headed Premier 1 
If it should 'fall to tho city government 
to foot tho bill, a whole years 
rovoiuio will fall far short of sudic- 
ing. If to the Provincial Govern- 
m<;nt it will, indeed, make a faar- 
ful hole in what little rcveinio may 
liftvo boon so fortunate as to cx-apo from 
tho rapacious maw of olhcialdom ! Ami 
if, as would appear, our Cabinet of law- 
yers havo failed on nil legal poiutH, pray 
iu wiiat have th(^y bceu successful In 
abst<'ntioii from legitimate work. In iii- 
ereasiuf; the i)ul)lic Imidens ami decreas- 
ing th(> ellieiomiy of tho ]mblic servico. 
In solviii.L;- tho interesting iiroldem of how 
to draw thu largest pay for doing tho loiist 
work. In killing precious time and rob- 
biiifj honest folk of their hard earnings. 
In metiunorphosinpr what ought to bo a 
chamber of practical utility and earnest 
industry into a "Fool's I'aradiso" for 
themselves to inhabit. In all these rospocts 
they have been but too successful; but 
in so [ar as conceiving and energetically 
carrying out any measure for the public 
good, they huv(> ]u-oved an utter abortion, 
- a disgniceful failur(\ 

Great Victory More Evi- 
dence. 

In yesti>rday's "Oiizcttii" was announc- 
(\1 ][i.s Excellency tlio (iovermn'-Cieiua-al's 
assent to a Hill j:assed last session of tlu> 
british ( 'i)lund)ia Lef,dslature,and entitled 
' 'An Act to amend tho Cjualilication and 
Eegistration of Voters' Act, 1872." Itwill 
bo romembored that this is tho meaanro 
against wliieh tlio (-'abinet of lawyers 
fdunlit so obstinately for three days in oj)- 
])ositioii to tho liberal section of tho 
Ibiuso. It was ultimately passed in spite 
of tilt! Cuvernment; but, of course, the 
Lieutonaut-Oovernor was advised into 
witholding his assent. It wdll also be 
within the reader's recollection that this 
measure was opjiosed by thi! li'f^al Trium- 
virate uiHiii tlie [i,riiiuid of its uiieoustitu- 
tioiiality. The "learned" Att<irney-( ieii- 
erai protested that it was unconstitutional 
and, if jiassod. would never bo sanctioned 
by tho Poderal authorities. These pro- 
tests were re-echoed by tlie 'learned' Pro- 
vincial Secrotai-y and by the "learned" 
Chief Conimissionor; but the membors, 
or a maj(a-ity of tlioni, deidiniiig to accept 
the lejiial dictum of the Cabinet of lawyers, 
thought dill'ercntly. Tho sequel proves 
tliat the House was right and the 
lo'.fal Triumvirate wrong tipon an 
important ])oint of constitutional law 
all'ectintr tlio political rights of one-third 
of the Hritish ])opulation of tho I'rovinco! 
Ciaild aiiyliiiiif;- possibly be more Iiuuiili- 
atiii;,'V Afterthal, what respci't can the 
Ibease havi' f(U- the \frrn\ o]iinion 'of thi' 
.Mtoiaiev { Icueral, or, for the matter of 
that, for the b^gid opinion of that precious 
le^ral trio V And tho Governor ? But it 
is v.ith tlio practical results tliat tho public 
are 111 1^1 C'luccriicd. The l)ill eliaiiiiates 
l'i-ii!ii the oriiriaal one all those cxerrs- 
coiuHjs, (M iidit ic -, vexat ions and inoxpli- 
cablo iutricai'ies and restrictions wlii'di 
kept .So many from the pidls, ami lirin^rs 
within the palo of tho electoral f ranch iso 
every bona fide resilient British subject 
who takes tho trouble to register. It also, 
by explicit words, excbidci Indians and 
Chinesi'. Il-i-e, ind. cd, is a threat and 
imi)rirtant xictniy frirthe liberal Jiarty in 
di" IIous": ami i!er'\ too, is additional 
ev ideiico of thif suiireino advantage of pos- 
ii-'s-in ;' a Cibiiict ui' lawvers.

A Dveadfal Siglit— A Ship 
Manned by Skeletons ! 

A few days ago tho telegraph briolly an- 
nounced that a idiip had been jjickecl up 
at sua, with nine skeletons on board, off 
the coast of Canada. The mail brings 

iletails: 

On boardin.g it a dismal sight prosontod 
itself. Splintered spars, outanglod iu can- 
vas and rigging gear, and tho planks of 
a boat torn asuudor by tho wind aud sea, 
wore scattered around iu sail confusion. 
More dismal still were tho seiiiies which 
further investigations brought to light. 
Below a, lieai) of moth^y rigging, and 
broken by tho weight of a spar whiidi lay 
across it, were the bones of a human be- 
ing — a skeleton. Tho skull aud ribs bail 
been crushed almost on a level with the 
deck. Shreds of canvas trowsors aud a 
G uernsey frock wore ft)uml among and 
near tln^ bones. I'lirtlun- s(>iirch rovealeii 
tlvo other skolotons. A slight covering 
of crisped liesh reinaiiK'd on four of the 
skeletons, showing that they had died 
more recently than the other two. Many 
of the utensils of the galley were found 
and Capt Martin made a strict search 
among thiMii to assure himself wdietlier 
t here had been tiny fotid on board at the 
time of the death of these men. Not a 
single reiuaining pot or vi>ssel of any na- 
ture in tho e.otdiing di'partment of the ill- 
fated craft contained the least particle of 
fooil. This discovery seemed to satisfy 
th(> Captain that all on board had jiorish- 
od from hun,g(>r, liavin,!,' failed, after 
months of eager expectation and short al- 
lov.anco, to moot with any hi'Iping haml. 
The sjiei'tach' on board the dreary sejuil- 
ohrtil hull was at least appalling. Thi> 
hardy sailors thein.selvos seemed to sicken 
at the revolting disclosure, and an omin- 
ous silence seemed to have been spmi- 
tanoDir^ly deteriniiieil on by the living 
1 IU,-,; wllii stood aiiioiiL: the ski-letoiis of 
the drifting hull. It was a-ei-rtained that 
the vessel had been rigi^ed 11 brig. The 
hull boro no name on its stt!rn-])o.it. On 
tli<! bowsprit tho word •'Gleualvtui" was 
barely legible. In the forecastle, which 
was almost tilled with water, a most un- 
oarthly stench was discovereil, and only 
two men could be fiuiml to onti-r and re- 
main long enoii;^h inside to rejiort on 
what they had seen there. ' There wert,- 
two corpses on the tloor, and one stretch- 
ed across a "bunk." Those sad relics 
were removed on the deck; and the nine 
bodies were arranged in line and covered 
in canvas by thi' Captain's oriler. 

l'.^ntering the cabin ti foul odor was dis- 
covered, but not iiittnise enough to forliid 
a thorough investigation. Toward tho 
end of the stciis leading down to tho cabin 
a fetiil poid of blood was seen, and the 
men Inid to wade through it in orfler to 
reach every ])in tion of tho cabin. B 
tween a stationary table and a couch, the 
head of ti corjise protruded from a berth 
in the wall, anil, when brought on deck, 
it was found to be in a state of dt^cay. A 
buttoned jacket of good material, blm^ 
jiiuittdoous, a flannel shirt marked, "T. 
F." and one boot covered the corpse. The 
oliroiKuneter in the cabin jioiuted to diHO 
o'clock, and on the stationary t.tble was 
an open Bible turnoil down wiird , a revol- 
ver w ith two e-haiiibers lo t h d and a but- 
tle containing a piece uf pao. ,- upun which 
Avas written: "ilc-uis oadil - tlii ; to some 
helpt.'r. Alerciful (J-od, don't let us jjer- 
ish." The words were detached, and a 
h i ti t u s occu r red bet woen e ve ry t wo or t h ree 
of them, Avhich slmweil tlmt tho writer 
must have boon eith- r in the lowest sta.tjo 
of ilebility, or driven to madness by hun- 
ger. In the Capt.iin's sftiterooni his oorjise 
was found lying bent on the lloor. as 
though he had fallen from weakness \\ hilo 
struggling with faint hope to save hiuis -If 
and men. On his betl were scatteix-d 
boiiks. iiajiers, etc. 

But Ctiptain Alarlin tonk t;i charge a 
ne.d v,-riting desk found in tho Caiptain's 
trunk and locked. There was a slate on 
the table in tli.^ etiliiu, which table w.as 
covered by guards, .'^ui-h as u: e.l at im^als 
in stormy weather. The slide, intended 
for taking down the log in romdi. eoiitain- 
ed (inly binrro.i tiL,oiros niul ilh-oiblo writ- 
ing. The Cajitain's trunk contained nii- 
nieroiis li-tters, which (laptain Martin in- 
tonds to givo up to the authorities Ut Sid- 
ney. 

Towanl o'ehick a deal c.tlm jirevailed, 
and the Imat's eunipany that wmt on 
lioard the iliiimal wreck nnved bui'k to 
I pro'.-urc sonn.'thing to i-at and drin!-:. .Vt 
7 p. m., the calm eontin;iiii;r, ('apt. Al.ir- 
tiu proposed to set out ftn- thu ill-fated 
vessel again to perform tho sorro\\ ful SL-r 
vices of burial at soa. For cotlins a tpian- 
tity of old canvas was brou.ght, and rude 
bags were (juickly formed out of that nia- 
t(UMal. At .^^t:!!) o'clock, the ]iale moon 
shining sidemiily over that lone si-pulchn-- 
of the sea, a long board was laid upon a 
sound portion of tho bulwarks, and twn 
bags, to which weights wero tied, wore 
laid down, and rattled as they fell. A 
lamp was bold by a sailor on eaidi sid(> of 
the tomp'orary hearse, ami uftr.r Captain 
Martin had read the usual service, the 
})lank was lifted forward, whoroupon the 
colHn, bags and skeletons slid into tho 
sea.
